SMITH REITERATES 
HE IS CANDIDATE 
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Roosevelt has started a quiet discus- 
sion among his friends looking to the 
abrogation of the  time-worn two- 
thirds rule if that is necessary to 
effect his nomination. Though con- 
vinced that their candidate will go to 
ithe Chicago convention with the neces- 
sary two-thirds majority, they never- 
' theless are turning over in their minds 
a proposal for doing away with the 
ancient tradition and placing the 
nomination on a simple majority basis 
as a guarantee against any possible 
repetition of the 100-ballot deadlock 
which brought disaster to the party in 
the famous Madison Square Garden 
convention of eight years ago. Already 
the Georgia demucratie state conven- 
tion is on record as approving the 
abolition of the two-thirds rule. 

While it requires a two-thirds ma- 
jority to nominate democratic candi- 
cates for president and vice president, 
the rule can be abrogated by a sim- 
ple majority of the convention. Roose- 
velt-leaders are now certain they will 
go to Chicago with a majority as a 
minimum, even allowing for the most 
hopeful expectations of the opposition 
camp.

Ecuador Will Use 


Bombs on Mutineers 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, April 8.— 
(P)—Federal troops sent up yester- 
day to Fort Punta Piedra, still in the 


jhands of rebels, were withdrawn to- 


day and it appeared that the army 
was getting ready to blast the muti- 
neers out with airplane bombs. 

Meantime the authorities ordered 
the port closed to all marine traffic 
in an effort to starve out the mutin- 
ous navy which seized Ecuador's two 
gunboats yesterday and steamed up 
the river in front of the forts.

The 
people who are prone to fall on their knees to do us honor when 
success is with us may be the first to throw the stone of malice 
when failure settles its cloud upon our heads . The one absolutely 
unselfish friend that man can have in this selfish world, the one 
that never deserts him, the one thet never proves ungrateful or 
treacherous, is his dog. A man’s dog stands by him in prosperity 
and poverty, in health and sickness. He will sleep on the cold 
ground where the wintry winds blow and the snow drives fiercely, 
if only he may be near his master’s side. He will kiss the hand 
that has no food to offer; he will lick the wounds and sores that | 
come in encounter with the roughness of the world. He guards 
the sleep of his pauper master as if he were a prince. When all 
other friends desert he remains. When riches take wings and 
reputation falls to pieces, he is as constant in his love as the sun 
in its journey through the heavens. 

“If fortune drives the master forth an outcast in the world, 
friendless and homeless, the dog asks no higher privilege than 
that -of accompanying him, to guard against danger, to fight 
against his enemies, and when the last scene of all comes, and 
death takes the master in its embrace, and his body is laid away 
in the cold ground, no matter if all other friends pursue their way, 
there by the graveside will the noble dog be found, his head be- 
tween his paws, his eyes sad, but open in alert watchfulness, faith- 
ful and true even in death.” 

And that is about how the dog people feel about their dogs.

POWERS DISAGREE 
IN DANUBE CRISIS 


London Conference Dis- 
rupted by Demands of 
Germany and Italy. 


LONDON, April 8.—(4)—The “big 
four”’—Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Germany—ended their conference | 
on southeastern Europe’s commercial | 
crisis today in disagreement, but de- | 
cided to continue the effort through | 
the League of Nations council at | 
Geneva next week. 

Thus ended two speedy 
within the wek to solve the 
financial impasse ‘among the 
five’—Austria, Hungary, Jugo-Slavia, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Rumania.’ | 

First Premiers Andre Tardieu, of | 
France, and Ramsay MacDonald, of 
Great Britain, sought the solution on | 
Sunday and Monday. Then Italy and | 
Germany came into the negotiations 
on Wednesday. 

The hitch developed over the re- 
fusal of Germany and Italy to waive 
their rights to most-favored-nation 
treatment from the little five. France 
and Great Britain wanted to let the 
little five make: customs and fiscal 
arrangements among themselves. 

It was brought out at the confer- 
ence that tariff wars in middle Eu- 
rope in recent months have reduced 
the exchange of goods in some cases, 
for example between Czecho-Slovakia 
and Hungary, to one one-hundredth 
of normal.
